In Older to travel witu- speed ana com­ 
fort, each horseman requires a couple of 
ponies, wlucli are saddled and 
ridden 
alleruatiily, 
while thbyoose horses and 
those currying die baggage are driven for­ 
ward in a little herd^'with shouts and 
cracking of whips. . Spurs are unknown, 
and an Icelajjlie w hip.is certainly a most 
humane Invention, with a thin leather 
strap for a thong, and deyoid altogether of 
a lash; the ponies despise it utterly, and 
although it makes a noise, it evidently does 
not hurt. 
Accusloraed'from his birth to 
find his way over Ids wild mountain pas­ 
tures, the Iceland pony 'is so clever and 
sure-footed as to give his'rider a sense of 
security,even in the most awkward places, 
and if left to bimsij'jf he will np.ver moke 
a mlsiake. 
He is as cauÉj<M^as 'tó ele­ 
phant, snulüng at every suspicious place, 
and testing it with his fore foot; if dis­ 
satisfied, nothing will induce him to pro- 
ceed, and he turns aside to search for a 
safer way, being pai-ticularly on his guard 
when crossing water upon a bridge of snow, 
or when in the neighborhood of boiling 
springs. 
Even where the ground was 
roughest I have not hesitated to throw the 
bridle on the pony’s neck and open a knife 
in order to scrape certiUn cartridges too 
large for the ritte.wbich I carried under my 
arm. The gallant little beast picks his way 
rapidly over all obtacles, like the sturdy 
Stulka, who can knit aud stare at the pass­ 
ing stranger, while she strides along over 
“ Hraun,” as if she were on a shaven lawn. 
Boggy ground is to a liorseman, always a 
very troublesome obstacle; but so remarka­ 
bly dry was the country in June, 1878, 
that bogs could be avoided, and we were a 
good deal annoyed by dust and drifting 
sand, 
'f he ponies got nothing to eat, ex­ 
cept the scanty herbage by the wayside, 
and were much disposed to linger wheres 
ever they could find a few blades of grass. 
To any such temptation the poor auima- 
wcre, however, not often exposed,and they 
jogged along with gieat perseverance, 
making up for little food with much drink 
at the numerous streams which they had to 
ford. 
Iceland ponies are generally of a 
light color, dun, pule chestnut, white or 
piebald; under a njugU exterior they hide 
many good qualities, and are as well 
adapted for the peculiar country which 
they inhabit as is the noblest thorough-bred 
of Arabia.

It must be said in passing that it took ten 
men and women to do the work which half 
that number would be required to perform 
in an American bouseholcL 
T hen,, on the

have not half our conveniences, 
The uten­ 
sils are.primitive and cumbrous, and they 
have much to “fetch aud c a r r y b u t look­ 
ing at results, one can only indulge in an 
envious and useless sigh. 
The absence nf 
tupse pests ot A!Uencftu.huiLJ2ii.ej;piug, 
weekly washing and ironing day, is one 
reason why the German servants are able 
to go about their work with so much more 
regularity and thoroughness. 
In Germany 
the family wash is done no oftener than 
once a mouth—in many places not oftener 
than once in three or six months—'and then 
is done by extra help hired for the occasion. 
On Monday of the week devoted to this 
work, according to my observations, the 
women came and began preparations. 
The 
clothes, etc., were sorted under the super­ 
vision ot the lady’s-maid or housekeeper; 
the wood laid ready for lighting under the 
büiisr. in tiis wssli-liouss snd. svcry 
tub, hogshead, etc., filled with water. The 
water was p u m ^ d laboriously and brought 
from soma distance in cum’irous buckets. 
The earners wore upon their shoulders for 
this purpose heavy wooden yokes, like ox- 
yokes, w ith a chain and hook at each end, 
to wliich the full buckets were attached. 
The next morning at Ihioe o’clock they 
were at work, busy as bees, and o u t. cliat- 
tering the swallows in the ivy w’hich grew 
about, tlie wash-house eaves. Wosh-boartls, 
those inslrmnenls of destruction, were un­ 
known, all rubbing being done between 
their bofuy knuckles. 
Tbe ironing is done 
in Germany by means of a mangle, where 
IKissible, aud the clothes are beautifully 
smooth aud clean.

The first glass factory in America was 
erected in 1609 near Jamestown, Va., and 
the second followed in the same colony 
twelve years later. 
In 1630 some acres of 
ground were granted to glassmea in Salem, 
Mass., probably the first year of the indus­ 
try which was prosecuted there for many 
years. 
Tlie first glass factory in Fennsyl- 
vacia was built near Philadelphia in 1G83, 
under the direction of Wm. Penn, but it 
did not prove successful. 
The first glass 
factory west of the Alleghenies was set up 
by Albert Gailatin and his associates in 
1T8C, at New Geneva, on the Monongahela 
River 
A small factory was established on 
the Ohio River, near Pittsburg, in 1790, 
and another in Í795. 
'The earlier attempt 
failed, the latter was quite successful, 
in 
1810 there were twenty-two glass factories 
in the country, with an annual product 
valued at $1,047,010. 
There are now 
about five llnies as many factories, produc­ 
ing eight times as much glass. 
According 
to the returns received under the recent 
census, our flint glass factories turn out 
210, 654 tons of table and other glassware; 
and the window-glass works produce 2,- 
644,440. 
The total vaiue Oi the pruduet is 
nearly $45,750,000.

In July, 1814, it was rumored that a 
large force of British soldiers had sailed 
from the West Indies with the purpose of 
landing on the shores of Chesapeake Bay 
and destroying Baltmiorc and Washington. 
No particular fears a*em to have been cn- 
teriamcd for tbe safety of the capital by 
President Madison and his cabinet. 
Gen. 
Winder was in command of the Fonrtli 
Sliliiary District, which embraced the Dis­ 
trict ol Columbia, and he had 2,000 men, 
scattered over quite a large area ot country, 
under liini. 
As soon as tbe British, under 
command of Gen. Ross, who was after­ 
wards killed at the battle of Stony Point, 
landed at Benedict, on the shore of the 
Chesapeake, Gen. Winder becameimpre&sed 
with the tact that Washington would be 
assaulted. 
He communicated bis fears to 
Mr. Madison, and 15,000 militia from 
Maryland, Virginia and the District of 
Columbia were placed at bis disposal. 
Commodore Barney came up the the Poto­ 
mac to the Patuxent Biver with a schooner 
and thirteen armed barges, and sailed up 
that stream to its head waters, where he 
thought he was safe from pursuit, and 
joined his forces to those of Gen.' Winder. 
Gen. Ross marched through Marlborough 
directly upon Washington. 
Mr. Lossing 
says that Gen. Winder had 3,000 ell'eotivc 
men. 
He probably bad 4,000 ineffective 
militiamen besides. 
Tbe number ot Com­ 
modore Barney’s men is not given. 
On the 
night of the 23d of August, 1814 it was 
known in W usliingtonlhat the British were 
approaching. 
The American troops were 
stationed on the old Baltimore and Wash­ 
ington turnpike, a short distance west of 
Bladensburg, a village about six miles from 
Washington. 
Gen. Ross was marching liis 
troops down the pike toward ,Washington. 
At about eight o’clock on tbe morning of 
tbe 24th the Cabinet met at the Executive 
Mansion preparatory to a visit to the battle- 
tield. 
About an hour later the parly set 
out on horseback, attended by a small es­ 
cort, for the scone of the fight. 
Upon their 
arrival the <»uip was found to be in great 
confusion and disorder. 
A panic seemed 
to prevail among the militiainen. 
The 
marines and sailors under Commodore 
Barney preserved better order.

ison becaiiie convinced that tbe fight would 
end disastiously for the American troops. 
He dismoubted from his horse aud ordered 
a messenger to ride as rapidly as possible 
to the Executive Mansion aud inform Mrs. 
Madison to leave the city with all possible 
speed. 
She packed what articles of value 
could bo conveniently carried in a carriage 
and started for Mr. Madison’s place at 
Montpelier, Va. 
Before her departure she 
directed two servants, John I^iwri and 
'1 liornas McGrath, to remain in the build­ 
ing and, in case it was fired by tbe troops, 
to save the famous portrait of Washington, 
by Stuart. 
These aomestics, finding that 
the^ could not save the picture with its 
frame, cut it out and secreted it. 
It now 
hxngs in the White House. 
A vast amount 
of gush has been written about the preser­ 
vation of this picture. 
Even Mr. Lessing, 
in one ot ids books, describes Mrs. Madison 
as saying to a couple of gentlemen who in­ 
formed her of the victory of the British: 
“ Save that picture; save or destroy it, but 
do not let it full Into Uie bands of the Brit- 
isli." 
,

T h e " N u t B * * or tlio O l d T e s t a m e n t . 
Twice in the uutUorized version of the 
Old Testament mention is made of “nuts.” 
As by nuts iu our own vernacular, when a 
differeutiai adjective or the name of a 
country is not prefi.xed, we understand al­ 
ways the product of the Corylus Avellana, 
it may be interesting to what very different 
things are intended in the two Scriptural 
references. 
In the authorized version of 
the “Song of Solomon,” tlic great natural­ 
ist to wliom the authorship of this curious 
poem is very generally ascribed, says: 
“ I 
went down into the garden of nuts." 
This 
garden wotiid seem to have been one of 
the many of tbe same kind mentioned ¡a 
the Book of Ecclesiastes also ascribed to 
Solomon, Uiougli not proved to have come 
from ids'pen, when be informs us that “ I 
made me gardens aud orchards and I plant­ 
ed trees in them of al! kinds of fruit” (ii, 5). 
The word employed in llie Song is et/os. 
In meaning it seems to have denoted prim­ 
arily, a hut of any description whatever, 
provided that tlie sense was qualified by 
some prefix or adjunct. 
When used alone, 
on the other hand, there can be little doubt 
that it denoted the walnut— the nut p a r 
cxocUenee. 
The walnut being a native of 
Persia, the importaiiou of it into Palestine 
look place probably' at a very early period. 
A tree so remarkable alike for excellent 
produce, scent ot foliage, and a liandsome 
appearance could not possibly escape the 
notice of the early culUvators of plants, or 
be left to exist exclusively in its native 
cotmlry. 
Solomon’s great love ot com­ 
mercial enterprise would be sufficient to 
account lor tbe intrcxlucUon of it, at all 
events, into the royal gardens at Jerusalem. 
At llie present day this admirable tree oc­ 
curs iu an apparently indigenous state 
everywhere, from Persia to the Himalayas, 
abounding eapecinily in Casliraere. 
It is 
found also in Asia Minor and in Greece, 
looking in both countries iike a native. 
Introduced into Btitaiu, most probably by 
the Romans, completely has it now made 
itself at home witli that one migbt also be 
tempted sometimes to think it aboriginal. 
In the time of Josephus it grew in prolusion 
round tbe Lake of Gemiescrat.

Up to a a few decades ago Austria divid­ 
ed with Russia the honor of poseessing 
some of the worst dungeons in Europe, 
and perhaps the most terrible of these 
living tombs was the Spielberg of Brunn. 
Major vou Kosanegg, of the Engineer Staff, 
has just publisUed an interesting little 
volume on this now unused fortress. One 
charming and authentic tale is, worth re­ 
peating. 
It was 'in 1783—the first centen­ 
ary, therefore, of the deliverance from the 
Turks—and Kaiser Joseph in pe.rsou made 
an incognita visit to the Spielberg to in­ 
quire himself wliO was deserving of free­ 
dom. For tbe centenary was to be marked 
by the release of prisoners. Colonel Count 
Auereperg was his aid-de-Camp. 
Jailer 
Cyrill received his orders from the Gover­ 
nor to show the two gentlemen tiie prison, 
and led the way down the dark passages, a 
mighty bunch of keys in his hand. 
After 
viewing many sad chambers, where one or 
more wretches, ill-clotbcKl and dirty, sat 
moodily wailing for release or der'U, 
Cyril conducted the visitors to the under­ 
ground cells—dark, clammy and reeking, 
witli evil smells. 
The jailer was in the 
act of passing the first door and proceeding 
furtlier, when the Emperor stopped and 
bade him open tho cell. 
The visitors were 
horriflca 
to see a . iiunian figure almost 
naked and chained wrists and ankles to the 
wall. 
The man had gone mud from con­ 
finement in solitude and darkness, and gib­ 
bered and mouthed fearfully. 
The next 
cell a model of the first, was empty, and 
the Emperor without a moments hesitation, 
insisted upon being locked up alone for an 
hour in it. 
Remonsirauco was useless and 
tbe imperial will had to bo obeyed. 
The 
heavy door was slammed, eo the others re­ 
tired and the monarch was left to himself. 
W hen they came at the end of the hour 
Kaiser Joseph loo'Ked sick ancl iii. 
Tho 
first words he said w'cre, “ I am the last 
man who shall over inhabit these under­ 
ground cells; to mon'ow they shall be 
walled no .” The Imperial command was 
obeyed, and next morning came tho stone­ 
masons and bricklayers and cut off the 
dread cells from the rest of the world. 
Kaiser Franz Joseph the present Emperor, 
abolislied the Spielberg as a Stale prison 
in 3856,

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The; H amiow.—AVo aro inclined to 
attach far greater importaace to the 
harrow, and its particular office in iarin' 
practice, than is usualJy given it. No 
I'urmer should regard his set of Imple- 
uients as at all approaching complete- 
uess, unless he has at least three, loui' 
would be better, harrows, cultivators, 
liorso hoes, or similar implements of 
securing line tillage; and uo farmer 
should be content with a single or even 
with two harrowings previous to put­ 
ting seed of any kind into llie ground. 
'I'ime spent in harrowing is well em­ 
ployed, as it is impossible tliat soil can 
he too llnely or well ijrupared as a seed 
hed. As to thoimpleuieuts themselves 
it is curious to observe the improve­ 
ments, modifications and adaptations to 
uses which the harrow has undergone 
I rom tlie days ol the old A shaped and 
square liarrew of tweuty years ago, to 
the pulverizing coulter and smootiiitig 
liarrows of the present. The only ob­ 
jection we have to them is tliat wbicli 
obtains in rotereiice to many classes of 
our larm implements; that in many in­ 
stances they have been multiijlied be­ 
yond the actual necessities of the case, 
so that frequently tanners have really 
more implements of one kind than they 
actually need, or are unnecessarily 
bewildered in tlielr clioice wlien iiiiik- 
Ing purchases. JJut it is as true now 
as it was ill tlio Umo of Lord Kanieí, 
tliat no one Imrrow, whatever its con­ 
struction may be, can be suitable for 
every sort of aoii, or adapted for iitciiig 
tlie laud for, or leaving ic after every 
kind of crop. Tlicrc muse be diflcrent 
implojiPiita of after culture, (wc mean 
those which I’ollow the iihnniU.) for che 
various eroiis and uses, and for this 
reason a niituherof harrows arc needed 
on every farm ol considerable size, 
'i'tierc must be heavy harrows for 
breaking and pulverizing; medium 
'ones lor preparation ol the .soil, for 
covering manure and grass seed, and 
lighter harrows for finishing off the 
surlacc, or as in case of souiu, lor ac­ 
tually weeding the crop. Tliis lust 
operation was lormerly performed witli 
tlie primitive “ busli harrow,” made in 
iialf an hour from a head piece and a 
half dozen small wliite birch brushes— 
a very common kind of .siuoothiug iiar- 
row years ago, but now almost eiiti;ely 
superseded by some form of levelling, 
smoothing or weeding liarrow. Tliis 
lust implement sc<jm.s to be one of 
far greater usefulness than would at 
first appear. 
For weeding growing 
corn, or dressing a fallow, there is no 
implement so well fitted for tlie work 
as tills ; and so far as we can learn from 
thi s; wlio hate used it, every year con- 
liruis the good opiiiinn c.xprcs.sed in its 
hehalf when first inliodueod. 


DOMKSTIC. 
R ose Sauce.—This an excellent sauce 
for puddings and one that looks very 
pretty. Peel and slice a fine large 
beet; boil it gently for twenty minutes 
in a pint and a half of water.- Then 
add two pounds and a half loaf sugar, 
the thlii rind and strained juice of 
lemon and a half stick of vanilla. Boil 
quickly and skim constantly until the 
liquid becomes a rich thick syrup, of 
a deep red color; then strain, VVhen 
nearly cold stir in a giU of brandy, and 
when quite cold bottle and cork it 
closely. Irtftrill keep any length of 
time if properly made. 


W'heat and Pounrny.— Tliere is 
more solid nulriineiil in whole wlieat, 
as a feed of poultry, tlian in any other 
cereal, weight for weiglit. It is an 
I'xcelient kind of grain for this use, 
tlioiigli soiuewliat more expeiisiv-e rlnin 
otiier sorts; buttoo niuoliof Lliisliearty' 
feed is detrimental, particularly wlieii 
led to Cocliins, Brahmas, etc. Fowls 
ar e very partial to wheat. It lielps tlic 
laying capacity of hens, but It should 
not he Used except witli discretion as 
10 tlie qiiaiilily allowed them daily. 
An excess of tins r.iwgraiii williiiduec 
n Ioo.seiiu.s.s in the bowels very fre­ 
quently. It is easy of dige.«tion, and 
iiliould he liinii.-iiied in moderation, as 
a needliil and most do.slreable variety, 
in eonjiictloi) witli otlier dry grain.s, 
.siicli a- cracked corn, oats, barley, 
liiickwlieat.etc. If not more than oiie- 
liiird orouc-fourtU ol wheat is allowed 
with llie eereiila mciiUoiied, for ordi­ 
nary purpose in tire laying season, bona 
will do quite as well.uml they can thus 
lie kept in better average condition 
tlian by a greater allowance. Wc have 
proved tliis by frequent prncrical ex- 
lieriments. 


To Boil. Sw eet Corn.—Choo.se full 
growu corn, aud let the rows be even 
and medium size. Pierce the grain 
with your nail, and if the corn is fresh 
and tender the milk will escape in a 
jet and not be thick. Corn, like pota­ 
toes, Is the best steamed. If no steamer 
is at hand, place the corn in just 
enough water to cpver it, and boil fif­ 
teen or twenty minutes, according to 
Che size of the kernel. If boiled too 
long It becomes hard. Send It to the 
table wrapped In a napkin or towel 
placed on a meat di.sli. Serve hot. 


The Government proposes putting a 
new postollice in Pittsburgh, and pur­ 
chased the property betw-een Third and 
Fourth streets, fronting on Smithfleld 
and running back to Cherry avenue 
The Govenirnent sold the buildings on 
the ground to Mr. Kennedy of Garbo- 
line fame; he to remove them inside 
of thirty days.

Place the 
eggs in a warm saucepan,' and cover 
with boiling water; let them stand 
where tliey will keep hot, but not boil, 
for ten minute.». This method will cook 
both whites and yolks. 2. Place the 
eggs In boiling water and boil three 
minutes and .a lialf. By this method 
tlie wliite of tlie egg is iiardctied so 
quickly tliat the heat does not pene­ 
trate to the yolk until llie last minute, 
and consequently the white is hard 
and tlie yolk hardly cooked enough. 
Tlie first metliod is clierefore the most 
tiealtlifui. 


C u t t in g C o r n .— ^AVlieii tlie corn 
grains are glazed, tlie crop may be cut. 
Delay alter tliat only lianleris tlie fod­ 
der and deteriorates it. Tojiping tlie 
corn, tliat is, cutting off the stalks 
above the ear.s and curing clie.se, whieli* 
are Uic best, I'lirt ot die fodder, is a 
good practice where the elose.st econ­ 
omy is not necess.-iry. Soinetimcs labor 
costs more than the product of the la­ 
bor; then it is bc.st to let the work go 
iimlone. Vet, as a rule, economy in 
the smallobC ihiny.s on a farm i.s profit­ 
able. 


Scoi.LOi’Ku T o .m a t o e s.—Peel the to- 
matoe.s and cut slices one-fourth of an 
liicii thick: pack in a pudding dish in 
alternare layers with a forcemeat made 
of bread crumbs, butter, salt, pepper 
and a little white sugar spread thickly 
on each layer of tomatoes, and wheii 
tliedisn is nearly full piittomatoes up­ 
permost, a good bit of hotter on each 
slice. Dust with peppér and a little 
sugar. .Strew with bread crumbs and 
bake covered an lioui. Jiemove the lid 
then and bake brown. 
To take oil stains out of while cloth, 
make a strong solution of borax water 
—one tablcspooiiful powdered borax to 
a iiiiitof boiling water; place the cloth 
on u clean board or Catjlo, and rub the 
oil stains well, using a clean brush 
diijped in the solution ; if tlie spots arc 
of long standing a very little soap may 
be used with the honix water, insing 
tlie brusli for that purpose; tlien rub 
dry with a clotli, soft clotli.

One of Uio uiusi Inierusling fcaturo.5 
ol mine developnicnt in die Sacramento 
disirlct of whleli we have had but little 
to say in tlie iiast I.s the .series ot caves 
diat have been opened at two or three 
points, and which have, it is thought, 
an intimate connection with the ricli 
mineral deposits of the district. .lust 
what tills oouncction may be is a nice 
study to follow up. In di6 Jiino lode, 
oue of the Sacramento Company’s 
claims, the caves tverc struck at a deptli 
of flighty feet, where tiicsiiafc widened 
into a room of many cubic yards in 
extent. Tlie shape was irregular and 
pas.sagcs led oil' here and there, the 
devious and labyrinthiun windings of 
which no one lias undertaken to 
thoroughly explore. 
The walls and 
'"áoor of the cave are formed of great 
v^higmites that have in ages past been 
up by thelime-irapregnatod water 
dripping down, while die roof is hung 
with pure white scalaetites that gli.steii 
beautifully when the candle is Iield up 
to examine them. At another point 
liigher up on die same liUl, upon the 
olium of Hugh E. liiee, full as exten­ 
sive series of caves exist. Tlie first ex- 
eavaUon In endeavoring to determino 
their extent, was made by Mi-. Ilice at 
a point whore the eaves opened in the 
face of the cliffs. By gradually remov­ 
ing the debris tliat formed the lloor, 
whicli was found tobe impregnated with 
silver to chcamountofiifceen or twenty 
ounces per ton, lie succeeded in explor- 
ng a subterranean passage for sixty or 
.seventy feet. Recently his attention 
was called to some woodchucks crawl­ 
ing into a small cleft in the rocks near 
by,and Ueconiraencod excavating there. 
He has thus opened other caves lower 
iiown. The iiranite which was taken 
out of the upper caves formed an in­ 
crustation on the roof. U is a com­ 
bination of lime and uranium. At 
several other points on the iiill smaller 
caves have been opened, and while 
none of them have yet been found to be 
in direct conjunction with bodies of paj- 
mineral, yet tiio experience of other 
districts where similar phenomena have 
been observed, as well as the indica- 
lion.s hero point to the probability of 
sucli a result.

thick pureo; stir over the lire till very 
liot, put it into "a stewpan and serve tip 
with poached eggs round it, or with 
eggs grilled and put on the puree. 


.E x c e l l e n t C o e f e e C a k e .—This is 
one of the best of plain cakes, and Is 
very easily made.

Dr. Boardman Heed of Atlantic City, 
has written a most useful paper upon this 
subject.

The pleasure-sJekers really 
require more attention from tho local prac­ 
titioners than the health-seekers, simply 
because they violate ’ more flagrantly all 
hygienic laws. 
B u t’even the in-valids who 
visit this great sanUarium iu such numbers, 
both in suiiuner and winter, do not always 
take the best care of ' themselves. 
In the 
first plaM many make an unfortunate 
choice of location. . Patients with soften- 
i’jg tubercnloos depbsits insist upon spend­ 
ing not only their '^ y s , but their nights 
also, down veiy near the "oeach instead of 
being content with the more moderate 
stimulation of the milder.atr,' a square or 
two back in the town.. Sufferers from 
chronic nialai-ial 'poisoning, on the other 
hand, frequently sWct as a dwelling place 
some shady .bowo¿in,i th e. centre of the 
Island, instBaa’bf 'á feháyrspotblose to the 
beach where the clhoriue and iodine com­ 
pounds in the ocean spray could, undiluted, 
exert their antiseptic anfi undoubted anti- 
malarial virtues, not to speak of that mys­ 
terious chemical agent, ozane, of which wo 
hear so much and know so little, but which, 
whatever its therapeutic power, is thought 
to be most abundant near the salt water. 
Supposing a favorable location to have 
been secured, there arc nuiaeroua points 
upon.-which most invalids need minuta 
instructions, either from their own medical 
advisers or from a compeient resident phy­ 
sician. 
First in importance petfaaps is the 
diet. 
The weak stomach which neither 
quinine, gentíae, malt, nor any other pro- 
product of pharmaceutic art could compel 
to welcome a hearty meal at home, soon 
acknowledges the superior tonic powers of 
salt air. 
’i he appetite becomes uncoatrol- 
able. 
The patient now felicitates himself 
and receives the congratulations of his loj 
indulgent friends upon his rapidly improving 
health. 
But the appetite is stimulated 
more than tho d gestive powers,' and unless 
resti-aiued, the result is a bilious attack. If it 
be in the winter lime the patient may es­ 
cape with a headache, furred longue, com­ 
plete loss of appetite, and the cessation of 
all improvement. 
Then deciding that llie 
place no longer agrees with him, he returns 
home, perhaps little better than he came. 
If it bo’in the summer, the same over-eating 
may produce a diarrhma or cholera morbus, 
just as it would any where else, and the 
patient, when the local jEscuIapius has 
patched him up sufflcieatlv, goes back to 
the city roundly deuouucing the seashore. 
So with exercise. Persons debilitated by 
disease and foul mbau air feel themselves 
stimulated here to perform extraordinary 
feats in walking, bathing, dancing, etc. By 
such excesses they rapidly dissipate their 
newly,acquired slrengih, and are left more 
prostrated than before. 
The item of batliing well deserves a 
chapter to itself. 
Next to imprudence iu 
eating and driuking. bathing too long, at 
the wrong time, or in tho wrong way, cansos 
more mischief here than any other one 
agency. 
It ia obvious enough that invalids 
loo weak to react from the shock of tho 
breakers, and from the chill of contact 
w ith water twenty or thirty degrees colder 
than their bodies must suffer severely from 
bathing in the ocean at all even if they do 
,uot stay in half an hour to an hour,-as 
some misguided ones do. 
But the great luxnry, and, w’aeu scien­ 
tifically employed, most, valuable therapeu­ 
tic agent, the iu-il our sea-water bath, is no w to 
be eiijoytd at several places on the Island, 
it is especially advantageous in the winter 
and spring montlis, but even in midaammer 
affords the benefits ot sea bathing to thous­ 
ands who dare not venture into th»e ocean.

The foUowiag compilation of business 
law contains the esence of a large amount 
of legal verbiage: 
If a note is lost or stolen, It does not re­ 
lease'the m aker; he must pay it if the 
consideration for which i was given and 
the amount can be preven. 
Notes bear linterest only when so staled. 
Frincipals are responsiufe for tho aoti 
of their agents. 
Each individual in a partnership is re­ 
sponsible for tho whole amount of tho debts 
of the firm, except in case of special part­ 
nership. 
Ignorance of tho !aw excuses no one. 
The law compels no one to do imposai- 
blliUes. 
An agreement without consideration is 
void. 
A note made on Sunday is void. 
Contreots made on Sunday cannot be on- 
forceiL 
A note made by a minor ia void. 
A contract made with a lunatic is void. 
A note oblaiued by fraud, or from a per­ 
son in a state of intoxication, eonuot bo 
collected. 
It is a fraud to conceal a fraud. 
Signatures iiindo with a pencil are good 
in law. 
A receipt of money is not always con­ 
clusive. 
Tho act of one partner binds all the rest. 
“ Value recoived” is usually wrlUeu la a 
noto, and should bo, but is net necessary. 
If uot written it is presumed by the law, 
or may be supplied by proof. 
The maker of an “aocomodatiou” bill or 
note, (one for whicb he has received no cou- 
slderaliun, having lent his name or credit 
for the accommodation of the holder) ia 
bound to all other parties, precisely as if 
there was a good considerailoa. 
No couaiderotiou is sutficienl iu law if 
it be illegal iu its nature. 
Uhecks or drafts siiould bo presented 
during busmes-s hours, but iu this country, 
except in the case of lianks, the lime ex- 
teuds through the day and eveuiug. 
If the drawer ot a chock of draft has 
changed his res’tdcnce, the holder must use 
due or reasonable diligence to find him. 
if one who holds a check as payee or 
otherwise, transfers it to another, he has a 
right to insist that the check- be presented 
that day, or at farthest, the day following. 
A note endorsed in blank (the name of 
endorser only written) is transferablo by 
delivery, tho same as if miide payable to 
bearer. 
The time of paymeiil of a note must not 
depend upon a contingency. 
The promise 
mus-t be absolute. 
A bill luay be W T itton upon any paper or 
siibstiiute for it, either with ink or pencil." 
The payee should bo distinctly named in 
tho note, unless it is payable to bearer. 
An endorsee has a right to action against 
all wliose names were on the bill when iie 
received it. 
If the letter containing a protest of non­ 
payment bo put into the jtosi ofilce, any 
uiiscarrirge does not effect the party giving 
notice. 
Notice of protest- may ho sent oitlier to 
the place of business or of residence of the 
party notified. 
An oral agreement must be proved by 
evidence. 
A wrilen agreemem proves 
itself. 
Tiie law prefers written to .oral 
evidence beoiiiiso of its precision. 
No evidence may be lulrodueod to con­ 
tradict or vary the written conlnicl; but it 
may be received in order to explain it, 
wbsn.the coulraol ia in need of explanation.

1,920 not given—reaches the enormous 
aggregate of 20 677,538 copies, divided as 
follows: Daliios, 3,5’i0,150; weeklies, semi- 
weeklies, and 
tri-weckiies, 
18,511,424; 
monthlies and semi-nionthiies. 3,625,598. 
Tliis is an average of 2,041 to each paper 
to a single issue, and taking all is-sucs of 
tho wiiole Tor one year, a grand total of 1,- 
836,473,692 
copies. 
Taking ordinary 
forty-ixiund newspaper 
at 
its average 
measure ef 4,000 sheets (solid) to a toot, 
one issue ot all these, piled up, would 
measure 5,170 feet (nearly a mile) in 
lieight, or, for a whole year, 459,119 feet 
(over 87 miles) liigh. 
Counting ihum ail 
at the average size of 27x41, and placed 
end to end, one issue would extend 70,- 
648,255 feet— 13,380 m iles; for one year, 
6,247,818,106 foot—1,188,374 miles—or 
fui-ty-sevon times around the earth, ami 
fivc time,' the distance from tlio earth to the 
moon. 
In a tiiousand oms of type tlioro 
are nearly 2,u00 pieces, and in an average 
four-page cight-coiumn paper set iu solid- 
brevior typo, there are 148,000 ems, about 
420 pounds, or 296,000 types in one news­ 
paper. 
To print one issue of the total 10, 
131 papers of this average size, there must 
be handled nearly 5,000,000 pounds of

Some ot the most important inventions 
have been the work ot mere boys. 
The 
invention of the valve’motion to the 'steam 
engine was made by a boy. 
Watts left the 
engine iu a very incomplete condition, from 
the fact that ho had no way to open or close 
the valves, except by means of lovers 
operated by the band. 
He set up a large 
engine at one of the mines, and a boy was 
hired to work these valve levers; although 
this was not hard work, yet it required his 
constant attention. 
As he was working 
these levers, he saw that parts of tho engine 
moved in the riglit direction, and at the ex­ 
act lime tliat he had to open or close the 
valves. 
He procured a strong cord and 
made one end fast to the proper part of 
the engine, and the other end to the vaive 
lover; the boy cad the satisfaction of seeing- 
the engine off with perfect regularity of 
motion. 
A short time after, the foreman 
camo around and saw the boy playing mar­ 
bles at the door. 
Looking at the engine 
ho soon saw the ingenuity of the boy, and 
also the ad voutages of so great an invontloiL 
Mr. 'Watts then carried out the boys inven­ 
tive genius in a practical form, aud made 
tho steam engine a perfect automatic work­ 
ing machine. 
Tho power-ioom is tho ru- 
ventiou of a farmer boy who had never 
seen or heard of such a thing. 
Ho 
wuitlled one out with his jack-kuife, and 
aftor ho hud got it all done, he, with great 
enthusiaam, allowed it to his father, who at 
ouix kicked It ail to pieces, say'mg lie 
he would have no boy alraut him that would 
spend his time on such foolish things. Tho 
buy gathered up the pieces and laid them 
away. 
Soon after that his father liound 
him out as an apprentice to a blacksmith, 
about twelve miles from home. 
The hoy 
was delighted at the Idea of iearning a traite 
aud he soou found that h'ls now master 
was kiud and took a lively iuterost in him. 
He bad made a loom of what w ta left of 
tho une liis father had broken up, whicb be 
showed to his master. 
The blacksuiith 
saw he had no common boy as an appreu- 
tice, and that llio invention was a very 
valuable one. 
H e immediately had a loom 
cousir-actcd under tho supervision of the 
boy; it worked to their perlect aatisiactioa 
uud the blacksmith furmshod the means to 
manufacturo tho looms, the boy to receive 
one-half the profits.

A strange clock is said to have once bo- 
lougcd to a Hindoo prince. 
In front ot the- 
clock’s disk was a gong swung upon poles, 
aud near it was a pile of artificial humau 
limba 
The pile was made up of the full 
number of parts necessary to constitute 
iweivfc perfect Uimes; but all hoap.d to­ 
gether iu apparent coufusion. 
When the hands of the clock indicated 
the hour of one, out from the pile crawled 
just tho number of parts needed to form 
the frame of one mau, part coming to part, 
with a quick click; aud when completed, 
the figure sprang up, seized a mallet, aud 
walking up to the gong, struck one blow.

Then another, it is said, lei 
his hour-glass run while talking against 
drinking. 
He reversed it, exclaiming.

A t a recent meeting of the United 
States Association of CTiut'eoai Ironwork­ 
ers Dr. Eraiiklin B. Hough, who holds 
a commission from the Government for 
the investigation, of the'forest question,_ 
read,a paper upon the im'por/anca of 
giving proper attention to the manage­ 
ment 
of woo'llpnds, in view of their 
au pplying materials for charcoal for me- 
tallurgioai uses. 
After stating the self-evident fact that 
the industries using oharooal a sa tuel 
could not hope to keep in operation, and 
expand to 
meet the growing wants 
o f the country, unless adequate provis­ 
ion was made for renewing these sup­ 
plies, he proceeded to point out some o f 
the measures that wero essential tq this 
end- ' The amount o f woodland required 
to maintain a furnace without limit of 
time depended not only upon its capaci­ 
ty but upon the soil, tuo elimate» and 
c/lier circum.sianoos ihat determine . the 
rale of growth o f wood, as also 
upon 
the kinds o! timber grown o.nd the mire 
bestoived upon its maiiageuicnt. 
VVliat- 
evor the unit of demand might bo fur 
one year expressed in acres of land, 
it 
was evident that there 
should bo a.s 
many multiple.s of this as there are 
years between the periods o f cutting, 
vyhen. this is determined, 
the tract 
bhouH be laid out by surveys into as 
tnanif acres o f equal producing capacity 
as there are years in tho period, and 
one of.thpse should be cut over ahnual'- 
ly, carefully .saving the young sprouts to 
favor a new growth. .

The impoi'taiico of ¿¿eldfiing 
domestic animals from woodlaii .’s, de­ 
signed lor permanenoo was scif-o'vident, 
because in a coppice growth th'ere are 
always young trees liable to injury from 
the.r browsin.g, and if thfesd are killed' 
tlie hopes oif a future timber crop arc' 
cut off. 
A s a general rule, a mixture of spe­ 
cies will yield more than one kind alone, 
and by judicious thinning, the clearing 
out of u.seles.s growths, drainage, 
etc., 
the preduction may be largely iuereased. 
The pi'ofit.i of reserviog tho best trees 
for better uses than charcoal, and t}‘o 
advantage o f leaving fine .spucimens o f 
thrifty trees of the bolter kind.s to grow 
to large dinien.siotis, were ¡lointed out, 
and the profits of timber growth wore 
demonstrated by a .simple numerical 
stutomniit. 
Allu.sion was made to .some o f the in- 
cidentnl benelii.s that result to agricul­ 
ture and horiicultiire from

Uonslderable Interese Is being mani- 
fested in this country on the cultiva­ 
tion of mushrooms. One editor of a 
leading journal has fitted upacase near 
Glen CüVBj L . 1., at a cos: of S3,000 for 
the purpose. The spawn used In the 
United iatates is that obtained at the 
laed stores, in the shape of brloks. The 
bricks are broken intopieces the size ol 
hickory nuis, and placed in boles made 
by a dibble, soma six inches apart each 
way. in three or four weeks the spawn 
wlU have covered the bed, and in a few 
weeks m e mushrooms will ba large 
enough to pick, and the buds will last 
from lour ,o six mouths. Tue industry 
is one ÍQ which there Isa promising re­ 
turn for the outlay iu its developmeni 
in the U nited riiates. ilu c h the greater 
p a rto i the uiushroom product which 
goes to supply the m arkeis of world 
comes from abandoned portions of the 
stone and piaster quarries under the 
suburbs of Taris, and ato th er places iu 
Frahoe. In the departm ent of the Seme 
alone, in which Taris is situated, are 
somtSjOUO stone quarries,the abandoned 
parts 01 which uru used by soiuo 250 
growers, producing, on an estim ate, 
twenty-five tons of mushrooms dally, 
or to the value ol $2,000,000 per annum . 
The cultivation of the mushroom in 
these caves, is an interesting example 
of w hat may bo accomplished w here 
'skill and industry are given to the 
work, although the natural resources 
for its prosecution are of the most 
meager oharaocer. 
These caves are 
from twenty-five to 150 feet below the 
surface and are entered trough p it holes 
by clim bing down a ladder made by 
thrusting rounds through a pole fixed 
■upright. A t the bottom of these pits 
or entrances the passages radiate in 
dlflerent directions 'to the caves. A t 
couvenleuD points piles of manure and 
siftings from the debris of the stone 
cuttings are piledand undergo prepara­ 
tion for the beds. 
W hen in proper 
condition, the 
beds— some 
twenty 
Inches in depth—are placed iu rows all 
over the bottom of the cave, w ith Just 
a narrow passage between to facilitate 
the work of gathering. New beds are 
continually la preparation to take the 
place of the exhausted ones, and the 
cropping goes on uninterruptedly. The 
general practice in obtaining spawn is 
to use so much of an entire iresh bed 
when it begins to show the grow th, as 
is necessary each day, whlcli gives a 
product several days earlier than when 
the dry dorm ant spawn is used. 
The 
shafts or openings to tiio surface are 
made numerous enough to give perfect 
ventilation both for the health ol the 
mushroom and the workmen. Strung 
drafts aud sudden changes of tem pera­ 
tures are guarded against by trap-dcoi s. 
The mushrooms aro gathered daily at 
a very early hour in the m orning, when 
the mushrooms large enough lo r use 
are seized aud giveu a slight tw ist to 
olear them from ooutact w ith any others 
not luUy grow n, and removed with the 
roots emiro. 


A G K I C U I . T U K E . 


Yottomlto Creek Glaoior. 


The broad many-fountained glacier 
to which the basiu of Yosemite creek 
belonged was about fourteen miles in 
length by four in width, and in many 
places was not loss than a thousand 
feet iu depth. It* principal tributaries 
lasued from lolty am phiihoatres laid 
well back among the northern spars of 
iho Hollinan rango. I’liese at first pur­ 
sued a w esterly course; then, uniting 
with each other and absorbing a serie» 
qf small i.fflueuis, from the Tuolum ne, 
divided the trunk thus formed, swept 
round to the south in a luagnifieent 
curve, and poured its ice into Yosemite 
In cascades two miles wide. This broad 
glacier formed a kind of w rinkled iee 
oloud. As it grew older, it became 
more regular aud rlver-U ke; encircling 
¡leaks overshadowed its upiier fouii- 
lains, rock islets rose at intervals 
among its shallow ing currents, aud its 
bright 
sculptured 
banks, nowhere 
overdowcU, extended In massive sim- 
pU ollyalltho way to its m outh. As 
the ice w inter drew near a close, ilie 
main trunk, becoming torpid, at lengtli 
wholly disappeared iu the sun, and a 
w aiting m ultitude of plants and ani­ 
mals enter the now valley to inhabit 
the mausloiis prepared for them . Xn 
the meantime the chief tributaries, 
creeping slowly buck into the abelter 
of their fountain siiadows, continued 
to live aud work independently, spread­ 
ing m oraine soil for gardens, scooping 
basins for lakeiots, and leisurely com­ 
pleting the sculptqrc of tlieir fouiitiLiiis. 
These also have at last vanished, aud 
the whole basin is now full of light. 
Forests flourish luxuriantly over all 
Its broad m oraines, lakes and meadows 
nestle am ong its domes, and a thousand 
fiowery gardens are outspread along 
Its streams. 
W hen we w alk the path­ 
ways of the Yosemlte^ glaciers and 
contemplate their separate w orks.—the 
mountains tlicy have shaped, the can­ 
ons they have furrow ed, the rocks they 
have worn, aud overwhelm ed as at 
first w ith its uucompared m agnitude, 
we ask, is this all? w ondering that so 
mighty a concentration of energy did 
not find yet grander expression.—

STUBBLS-FiKtDS.—Bare stubble» are 
often left to become a nursery for 
weeds, and the worst of o u r commonest 
weeds are thus multiplied and perpetua­ 
ted. E ag weeds, am aranths, plg-weeds, 
beggar’s-ilcka,and oven thistles are psr- 
iniited to overrun the fields as soon as 
the crops are removed, and are even 
seen surrounding the potatoe-tops and 
Hiding these from sight. 
I have seen 
eoru-staiks from whiuh a crop oi green 
ears have been taken and left to remain 
uu tiie ground until these weeds out­ 
grew them aud overtopped chem ,ripeu- 
iiig seeds and stocking the ground with 
a supply suUlcieiit lor a score of years 
of hard work. 1 don’t know of any 
utiier buisiuess iu which a man wastes 
Ills labor so much as iu farm ing, and 
oy neglect causes him self so much fu­ 
ture work or expense. I t is thus not 
only in regard to weeds, but with in­ 
sects of all kinds, whiuh are permitted 
to inereuso aud m ultiply by myriads 
uutU either one-fourth of the "crops 
are destroyed by them, or the crop is 
saved ouly at the cost of one-fourth its 
value, aomo of my neighbors insist 
that It IS useless to fight against weeds 
or insects, that they are “ natural to 
die gro u u d ,’,' and spriug o u to f Itspoii- 
laueously aud without seedlug or bree­ 
ding. Ill the same way a dairym an once 
would have me believe that the mag­ 
gots in cheese originated naturally 
I rom cheese, and scout.d the advice 
that he should keep the flics out ol his 
curing-rooui, on the ground that the 
files hud iiotiiing to do wiih the mag­ 
gots. 
And yet we sometimes hear that 
lurmera can uevur learn anyihiiig from 
agricultural colleges or exueriinent sta- 
tiona. Tile troubio is,that farm ers who 
nave these ideas do not read, observe, 
or excercise their cumiiiou sense, 


A rphiis.—Apples Should be perfectly 
dry w hen taken from the trees and 
kepi so until scored away for keep­ 
ing over w inter. — W hen piokiug 
use oval-shaped half-bushel baskets. 
The basket may be kept on cue arm or 
a high stool near by, or both, being 
curuiul to i>ut uohu Into the basket but 
sound, smooch Iruic aud of fair size. 
When the basket is full carefully pour 
them in the bin, and when that is full, 
or at night, cover with boards to keep 
oil' the sun aud rain . Uontin ue the opera­ 
tion of piokiug during dry weather un­ 
til done. E ever cover ihe apples while 
in the orchard w ith straw . It makes 
them too warm, and there Is no danger 
of the fru it being injured by the frost 
unliljquite lace m the season. They must 
bekepctlryandsliauedirom ihesuu. To 
keep nicely a dry, airy, ligbc cellar and 
seruiiulousJy clean is absolutely neces 
sary. 'The sides and ceiling of the 
oullur should be cemenled with plaster 
to keep uu even tcm iierature of cold, 
and the bottom ol the collar cemented 
with waterproot cement to keep out 
Che dauipncss. There should bo one or 
more windows on opposite sides of Che 
cellar to give Irec circulation of a¡¡- 
wlieu needed. 'These should be of glass 
and supported by hinges ac»the top so 
tUat they may be opened and shut as 
oircumscances require. 


SkiMMiNO.MiLK.—The wise man in enu- 
mei-atiijg cue times and seasons made 
no lueniiou of a time to skim m ilk,yet, 
nevqrtUless, there is a tim e—a riglit 
lime, too—and that is ju st as the milk 
begins to sour iu the bottom of the 
pans. Then the cream Ls all at the sur- 
lace, aud should at once be removed— 
with as little ol the milk a s po.ssible. 
If allowed to rcm alu until the acid 
reaches the cream it im pairs it in qua­ 
lity. The housewife or dairy maid who 
thinks to obtain a greater quality by 
aUowiug the milk to stand beyond that 
time laoors under a most egregious 
mistake. 


T he iiAisiXG of horses in the great 
Yellow atone Valley has beeotne an 
im portant and profitable bui»lness. 
dome of these herders have f rom 500 to 
IjOliO each, and dispose 01 iheir three 
year old colts at from $50 to $.500 per 
head. The anim als leed on grass alone, 
aud ihe only sliuUer all'orded from tae 
weallier is the roughly built sheds; 
still the animals thrive w ell, aud are, 
as a rule, more valuable tban those bred 
elsewhere. 


Djullixo XVueat.—Many farm ers are 
resting the practice 
of ciiUivating 
wheat. 
We hear of frequent experi­ 
menta in lilis direction, aud these iiave 
generally turned out satisfactory. Cul­ 
tivating or lioelng is easily done by 
drilling tlic wheat in 16 inch rows by 
stopping every alternate sprout. 
It is 
not dillicult to construct a simple culti­ 
vator tbac will work the space bocweeii 
tlio drills.

It Is estim ated that the Inscctslnjure 
tlie crops of the U nited States to the 
value of $10,000,000 annually, and It Is 
believed th a t m uch the greater p art of 
this loss m ight bo avoided by prevent­ 
ing the destruction of birds. O ur hus­ 
bandmen, as a rule, seem to treat their 
best friends as Uielr most deadly ene­ 
mies, and lose directly and severely by 
so doing. We always feel like choking 
the Igiiorainu.s who, arm ed w ith a

But, 
on the oiher hand, the B ritish Colum­ 
bian and 
Californian 
gold-diggers, 
than whom a more magiiiticent set of 
atlilets does not exist, live In the re ­ 
mote m ountains of the Far W est main­ 
ly on beans tlavored with a few cubes 
of pork. 
But they also obtain the best 
of w ater and the purestof air,and their 
out-door life and active exercise, en­ 
able them to digest every ounce of 
their frugal fare.

D O M E S T I C . 


A ddlteratbdCoffbb.—I nthesodsys 
wlien the whole oouiiirvis flooded with 
parched and ground coffee. It is of In ­ 
terest to housekeepers to be able to tell 
w hether they are getting the real, ar­ 
ticle, or an adulteration of oiiiokory, a 
vastly cheaper m aterial. The follow­ 
ing simple test is reoommoniled by an 
authority, as never fsillng: 
S p read s 
spoonful of cofieo gently on the top of 
water in a bowl or glass. 
If pure, the 
coffee will not sink for some m inutes, 
and will scarcely color the w ater, and 
when fully saturated, if rubbed be­ 
tween the fingers, the grain w ill feel 
rough and h ard ; bat, if chiokory be 
mixed with it, the chickory will sink 
to the botiooi at once, rapidly absorb­ 
ing the w ater, like bread crumbs, and, 
as it sinks, it w ill give a dark-reddish 
tinge to the w ater. Take up some of 
these crum bs, and, Instead of feeling 
rough and hard like the grains of pure 
coflee, they will rub soft and mash be­ 
tween your fingers like fine bread 
orumbs- 


W I T A N D H U M O R . 


Cooling 'Water.—A simple oontrlv- 
aiiee lor eooliug water has ueen Invent­ 
ed by M. ToselllAif France. It is de­ 
scribed In Les Mondes, and consists of 
a cylindrical cup for holdlngany liquid 
into which may be plunged an inner 
goblet, shaped like an Inverted tru n ­ 
cated-cone, and having a lid which 
rests on the outer oup. Flitting 150 
grammes of nitrate of aramonia in the 
inner goblet, filling It with cold water, 
and stirring it so as to hasten the solu­ 
tion, the tem perature of iheouterliquid 
is soon reduced to a t least 12 degrees 
C., 22 degree.s P. The sail may be used 
for an indefinite period by spreading 
it on a plate after each trial, and ex­ 
posing it to the sun until it crystallizes 
anew . 'The inventor prepares a salt 
which 
-(vill lower the tem perature 
28 degrees U. or 50 degrees F ., In the 
warmest countries.

— A fter soaking a 
cup ol tapioca until perfectly soft,drain 
off any surplus w ater and add a- quart 
of new milk, set the dislT- in one of 
boiling water to prevent sticking or 
burning, sweeten to taste; when it be­ 
gins to grow a little thick, add the 
yolks of four eggs, beaten w ith one 
tablespoonful sugar; remove trom the 
fire as soon as it becomes the consist­ 
ency of cream, or it will be too hard 
wlien cold; flavor to taste after it is 
done, and spread the whites of eggs 
over the top; bruw n a delicate colorín 
the oven. 


One is frequently annoyed at this 
season on finding specks of hard cream 
111 tlie butterm ilk. It need no: be wast-^ 
e d if one will take the trouble to strain 
it out with a w ire sieve. It can be used 
for bl.scuits, cake, or anything one 
would use oream for. An aunt, whoso 
fam ily is fond of them, keeps on hand 
a quantity of sw eetblsouits made 'with 
it. 1 can best dc-sorloe them by saying 
they are riolier and naif as thiokas bis­ 
cuits, and thicker and nearly as sweet 
as cookies. Tnoy are excellent to eat 
with milk or fruit, for 
children’s 
lunches, or a “ picked up ’’ dinner.

F our the 
m ixture into a plain cake mould, put 
it Into the oven at once, bake for about 
half an hoar, and serve lii the mould 
with a napkin pinned round it, orplace 
the mould luto a silver souffle dish.

eleven eggs and yolks of six; one and 
a h-dlf cups of gi'iiiiulated sugar, meas­ 
ured after once sifted; one cup of Hour, 
ineasiired alter siftin g ; one tcaspoon- 
ful of cream of tartar undoneof extract 
of orange. Beat the whites to a stifl’ 
froth and gradually beat in tlie sugar. 
Beat tiie yolks in a sim ilar mauuer.adil 
the beaten w hites and the orange. 
Finally, stlrfin tlie flour. Mix qnickly 
and well, and place In pans. 
Bake 
fifty m inutes in a slow oven. 


B o s t o n B r o w n B r e a d . — For a large 
loaf, or two good sized ones, use tlie 
follow ing receipt: 'Three cups of yel­ 
low meal, one and a half cups graham 
meal or flour, one and a lialf cups rye, 
scant two cups Now Orleans molasses, 
three teaspoonfuls baking pow der,salt; 
mix w ith m ilk to consistency of still' 
batter, pour into buttered mold and 
steam four hours.

Twenty years ago the Targest steamers 
’known (in this, as in all aaeii comparisons, 
neglecting the Great Eastern, which was a 
prodigy of engmeering skill) did not reach 
,,350 feet m length, 46 feet m breadth, 3,- 
6UU tons in tonnage, or 4,000 horse power 
indicated. 
We have before 
us at this 
moment a list of 50 merchant steamers 
sailing in the year 1800, from Southamtou 
and other southernports, whicli the largest 
vessels then frequented,and the list includes 
but 10 ships of more than 300 feet in Icngtli, 
none of whien reached the limits of size 
and power just giving, and the whole of 
which beltinged to two compnuies—viz., 
the Royal Mail and tlie Peninsular and 
Oriental. 
A t tlie present moment xvc have 
afloat and at work tlie Wliite Star Liners, 
some of them 445 feet 'in length, 45 feel 
in breadth, and nearly 5,000 indicated 
horse-power; the Inman Liners, couiDris- 
ing such ships as the City of Berlin, 488 
feet by 44!- feet broad, and of about the 
same steam power; the Orient,ot -Ifíó feet by 
46J feet, with engines developing .5,000 
horse-power; t'he Arizona, of about the 
same size, w ith still greater steam power 
and speed; and many other splendid ves­ 
sels but little inferior to imy of the fore­ 
going. 
And tliese grand steamers—many 
of which reach the quays of New York 
with greater 
punctuality than railway 
trains reach tlie London suburbs from '\Tc- 
toria and Charing-cross, and would reach 
our quays xvith equal punctuality if tliey 
could avoid the abominable sands that bar 
the Mersey—are the forerunners of still 
larger and moi'e powerful vessels now 
taking shape upon the banks of the Clyde 
and elsewhere. 
The Cunard stee! sliip, 
the , Servia, now building by 
Messrs. 
Thompson, of Glasgow, is 500 feet by 50 
feet, with over 10,000 indicated horse­ 
power, and will 
therefore, doiibtlesss, 
possess a speed considerably in advance or 
that of the very fastest ship at present 
afloat in the mercantile marine, 
'riie In ­ 
man steamship City of Rome, ouilding ot 
iron at Barrow, will bo still larger, liaving 
a lengtli of .545 feet, a breadth of 52 feet, 
agross registered tonnage of 8,000, and a 
steam power nearly equal to tliat of tlie 
Servia. 
The Guion Line is to be increased 
by ships of almost equal size and power, 
and the Allan Line is building otlieis equal 
to tlie finest of the 'White Star boats. Not­ 
withstanding the number and magnitiido 
of the passenger steamers now running be­ 
tween America and this country, the trallic 
is so great that it has only been possible to 
8.'cure accommodation by arranging pas­ 
sages many weeks, and even monllis, in 
advance, 
while the 
rapidly incroasiug 
population and wealth of the 
UiiUeii 
Slates and of Canada make it certain that 
the interchange of agricultural produce 
and manufactured goods between them 
and ourselves will go on increasing. 


A DlVtiforl^re. 
Just below Kanahwa Falls, in West '\''ii- 
ginia, is an overiianging rock of immense 
size, jutting out about onj hundred feet 
over a seething whirlpool and it was once 
the scone of a remarkable advonlure. 
The Indians were in hot pursuit of Van 
Bibber, a settler, and a man of distinction 
in those early times. 
H e was hard pressed 
and all access to the river above and below 
being cut off, lie was driven lo the jum p­ 
ing rock, which proved to be the jumping 
off place for him.

arms—all helpless to render assistance. 
They stood as if petrified with terror and 
amazciucnt. 
She cried at the top of her 
voice: 
“Leap into the river and meet me!” 
Laying her habe on the grass, she seized 
the oars and sprang into tlic skiff aioiie. 
As she neared the middle of the river, her 
husband saw tlie Indians coming in full 
force and yelling 'lise demons. 
“Wife, Wife!” heacrenmed,“ rmcomiiig; 
drop down a h tr t lower. 
W ith this he sprang from his crag and 
descended like an arrow into the water, 
feet foremost. 
The wife rested on her oars a moment 
to see him rise to the surface, tlic little 
skiff floated like cork, bobbing about on tho 
boiling flood. " It was an awful moment; 
it seemed an age lo her. 
W oald ho over 
rise? 
H er earnest gaze seemed to penetrate 
the depth cf the water, and she darted 
her boat further down the stream. 
He rose 
near lier, in a moment tho boat was along 
side of him, and she helped him to scram­ 
ble into it amid a shower of arrows and 
shoithat the Indians poured into thoia. Tho 
daring wife did not speak a rio rd ;'h er 
husband was more dead than'alivo, and all 
depended on her strength being maintained 
till llioy could reach the’bank. 
This they 
did, just where she had started, right 
whore the babe was lying, crowing and 
laughing.* Tho men pulled the skiff high 
on the land, and the wife slowly arose and 
helped to lift Van Bibber to hia feet. 
He 
could not walk, but she laiu him down be­ 
side bis babe, aud Uicn seating herself, she 
wept wildly, just as auy other woman 
would have done under the circumstances. 
That babe is now a grandfather and that 
rock is ciillBd “ Van Bibber’s Rock” to this 
day.” 


CxirXouR 
inliabilnuttt. 


There is a continual warfare going on 
in the de«p, a constant struggle for the 
means of sustaining life. 
The carniverous 
devour the vegetarians, and tho inud-eaters 
swallow both animal and vegetable forms; 
and this runs all the way down the scale, 
from the shark and the equally ravenous 
bluefish to the 
least of the anne.ide. 
Those last, the sea-worms, are wary, but 
they cannot escape their enemies. 
If they 
were to confine tliemselves to tho bottom,- 
vrhere they feed and where many of them 
grow to tho length of a foot or two, they 
might in a measure escape, thougli they 
would still he a prey, to the scup and 
other fish that know,how to dig tor them ; 
but they love to swim, particularly at night 
and in the In-esding season, and then they 
are sn ap p ed '^ in Countless numbers. They 
have almost every variety of forms and 
their structure is marvelous—monsters 
with hooked jaw s at tiie end of a proboscis, 
and witUal, sides of bluest green tliat throw 
off an infinite variety of irridosceut Iiue-s. 
Some of the sea-xvorms have scales, others 
have soft bodies; some are sluggish and 
curl themselve up iulo balls when dis­ 
turbed, others are resi less, particularly at 
night; some arc roimd, others flat; some 
build tubes of sand luicl cement, woven 
together till they make a colony of many 
hundred members; tlio tubes of others are 
soft .and flexible,aud some,,wlicu disturbed, 
witlidraw ivitbiu their crooked calcareous 
tubes and close the orífice with a plug. 
One variety of the serpulie has three’dark 
red eyes; another has clusters of eyes on 
each tentacle. The ampliiflods were accoun­ 
ted of no great vaiuu till A was siiuwii by 
the B'ish Gommissiou that these small Crus­ 
tacea furuish a vast amount of food for 
both salt and fresh-xvater tislies. 
Indeed, 
there is uot a creature that swims or craxvls 
that docs not become tlie food of some other 
animal. A.beach flea is cauglit up by a scup 
or flouuder; squids make terrible liavoc 
among youug mackerel, and sharks aud 
sting-rays fiud sometbiiig appetizing 
in 
the gaslcropod. 
But wc have ni,^ room licre to dwell on 
the attractions offered hy tlie invertebrate 
anmials on tliis coast. 
Thu rocky shores 
abound iu varieties differing from tho pro­ 
ducts of .samiy aud muddy botloms, and 
the different zones have tlieir peculiar 
forms of animal and vegetable life, and 
one has only to sxveep the xvuler with a 
fine net, and draxviug it tlirougu the sea­ 
weed, lo gather an infinite variety of ani­ 
mal life, so minute aud delicate iu form as 
oniy to be seen xvith the aid of a glass. 
At 
the laboratory of the Fisli Commission, 
crabs not bigger tlian the head of a pin 
may be see'u seen swimmii’g iu a sliallow 
dish, tiny forms, almost transparent, imt 
active and pugnacious wlien they meet 
each oriier. 
Tliese minute animals at this 
stage arc uot fully formed, 'out- liave a tail, 
which, xvhou' uot in use, is drawn up 
under- tlio body. 
This appendge, like the 
caudal one of tiie tadpoie, disappears when 
the creature lias 110 further need of Ll. So 
offthc young of the lobster; it has fix-e feet, 
xvliUe the abdominal 
segments are flat­ 
tened out into a tail lin. But perhap's there 
is no greater change in the growth of any 
of the Crustacea, tiiim that which charac­ 
terizes tlie star-tisii. 
its larva seems com­ 
plete in itódt,audits inovciucnts are active 
before it presents any of tlic aspects of the 
parent, fish. 
Even its temporary mouth 
does not remain llie permauent mouth of 
the starfish. 
It is tho starfish that is the 
great destroyer of oysters, and there is 
notliing more tenacious of life. 
'Tear off 
one of its lobes or arms imotlier will grow 
in its place; tear off txvo, tliree—all of_ its 
five arms, aud it is able to reproduce tllciii 
all.

OsDorne n o u sei 


Osborne adjoins the estate of Norris Cas­ 
tle, where the Queen spent some time iu 
childhood, and her selection of the place 
in mature years was probably due to early 
impressions. 
The Queen and Prince seem 
soon to have fell a desire for—xvliat her 
predecessors on the throne never hud—a 
home of their very own. as opposed to an 
ollicial home, and the private home ot Os­ 
borne was soon s-uppiomcated by that of 
Balmoral. 
It is scarcely probable tliat a 
radical House of Commons will be content 
to vote much longer the great sum aumially 
demanded for maintaining royal palaces at 
which the sovereign never resides. 
Besides Buckingham Palace—xvlicre her 
residence now averages about ten days a 
year—the Queen has Hew, Hampton Court, 
Kensington, Busby Park, St. James, the 
white Lodge in Richmond Park, Frogmore, 
all at her disposal, should she please to oc­ 
cupy them, and all. maiutuiued at public 
cost, besides Holyrnod in Scotland, wliere 
oocasionaliy she has spent a fexv days. 
Kensington aud Hampton Court are noxv 
given up in part to pensioners of position. 
The accumulation of these palaces has been 
in a considerable decree due to the indi­ 
vidual 
caprice of 
various 
sovereigns. 
William IU hated the splendid palace of 
Whilchall, and was not sorry when tire ef­ 
faced tlie triumphs ot Holbein and Inigo 
Jones. 
He lived at Kensington, audoceu- 
sionally at Hampton Cuurt. Anne lived at 
Kenaingion and Windsor, as did the Geor­ 
ges up to and inclusive , of George II. 
George III and Charlottelived atbL James, 
Windsor 
aud Kew uulil Buckingham 
House was 'oought. 
George III also lived a .great deal at 
Frogmore, in Windsor Parle. 
For years 
he did uot occupy Windsor Castle. 
George 
V I lived, after lie came lo the tliroue, at 
Buckingham Palace, Windsor, and the Pa­ 
vilion linghtou, and spent on them then, 
probably, at a rough calculation, $7,500,000. 
William IV, not at all a representaiive 
King lived chiefly at Windsor and RucU- 
ingbam palaces. 
So far 
us 
Windsor, 
Hampton Court, Bushy aud Richmond m e 
concerned, tlieir surroundings are entirely 
free lo the public, wlio Can ride and drive 
in nearly every part of their parks. 
Were, 
however, Kensington Palace, a plain brick 
building, covering several acres, razed and 
lino houses erected, (he public would uot 
suffer by the loss of a recreation grouutl, 
and the public treasury xvould gain 10 the 
extent of a sum nearly covering all alloxv- 
ances paid to the royal family, except that 
to tlic Queen.

About a year ago Mr. Strein bought a 
tract ot land one mile east o f Westport, upon 
xvhicit was a xvonderful spring of oool.pnrc 
xvaler, xvliich came bubbling from an ini- 
meusc cave which has been explored 3,000 
feet from its moiitli.

“ happy liuutiug grouud.”

ference of course being chat in the one 
(ui«o tbe organic niatler is innocuous, 
in the other deadly.

M a t u r e A n im a l s E a r l y .— There is, 
great economy in so feeding anim als 
for meat, th at they w ill m ature early. 
I t has been proved by repeated experi­ 
ment that less feed is required to make 
a pound of meat in a n y animal the 
younger it is. Take for example a 
ste e n fe d fo r beef lie will make a f a r 
greater gain on a bushel of meal or a 
given quality of a ny suitable feed, be- 
lore he is a year old, th an when he has 
become two years old, and more at th at 
age than when he is three. This being 
true beyond question, for it is one of 
the settled matters in farm practice, it 
is the best economy to feed well, even 
to lorce the animal, and bring it to the 
shambles at the earliest possible period. 
Bullock, as the E n g lish people call 
them, steers in ou r ow n vocabulary, 
can be made as fat and as meaty at tw o 
years tlius fed as others a t three, fed in 
the ordinary m anner. 
This makes 
saving of the food neces.sary to keep— 
not fatten—tiie animal of the third 
y e a r; wliich Is in Itself a handsome 
profit. 
Besides this saving, the boefof 
a .aOO pound steer at two is better ilian 
that of the same at a year older.

He wore a cardenia in his button­ 
hole. 
He questioned his partner, and was 
satisfied that she had given the flower to the 
Italian. 
He went straight to the Count 
and tore the flower fiom his breast.

Pistols -were select­ 
ed. 
Twelve shots were exchanged, at a 
distance of twenty feet, without , a result. 
The Ttalian insisted on continuing the duel, 
saying that he could not he an actor in a 
farce. 
At the thirtaenth shot he received a 
bullet in his heart, and expired. 
In his 
testamentary letter he entreated, in case he 
shoiild be killed.thut the Marquis de Pierre­ 
fonds would placo upon his cold heart the 
cardenia which had been the cause of the 
strife. 
Six months later Pierrefonds, who 
was aid de-camp to General I’Espinassii, 
was entering a village during ihe battle . of 
Magenta. 
The first shot from the neigh­ 
boring houses struck him m the heart,mak- 
ing a wound identical to that received by 
the Italian Count. The dry leavcs of a 
cardenial were found in an envelope above 
the dead Marquis’ heart. 
A bouquet of violéis was the oquse of a 
fatal duel.

Sophie Potockio was born m Peru. Her 
parents were of Greek extraction, • and 
closely allied to the distinguished families 
of Ghika and Maurokoidatos. 
But they 
were then impoverished; aud Sophie was 
earning a livelihood in a coffee house. Here 
she attracted the attention of Boskanip, 
the Polish ambassador. 
Some writers say 
that Boskamp had received private orders 
from Stanislaus Augustus to bring home 
with him a beautiful Greek girl; others 
assert that it -was his own 
conception 
lo lake her to Stanislaus, knciwing well 
how acceptable such a gift would be. How­ 
ever that may be, he purcliased the young 
Greek girl of her parents for 1,500 pias­ 
ters—equivalent to $75—and started wiih 
her for Poland. 
For some reason he was 
obliged to leave Sophie in Chozim, a fron­ 
tier town, while he hurried to Warsaw. 
Her picture, however, he carried with 
him. Y’oung men quickly learn of tho ar­ 
rival in their neighborhood of a pretty 
girl. 
De Wilt, son of the commander of 
Kamiencc, was among the first to visit the 
young beauty. Their acquaintance ripen- 
ened into love, and led to a secret mar­ 
riage. The father ofDeWitt.learningofthe 
marriage,hastened aiterhissou,arrested liiui 
and put him in irons, swearing he -would 
not release hini until lie had promised to 
give up Sophie. Hereupon the young wife 
threw herself at the feet of the angry father, 
who, won by her looks and tears, finally 
relented. 
Sophie now souglit to fit lierself 
for her new position in life. 
She became 
a good linguist, and accomplisliod in many 
ways. 
In Paris, which city she often visited 
with her husband, alic was greatly admired, 
counting among her conquests the subse­ 
quent King Louis XVIII. 
At last her 
husband became jealous and treated her witli 
such harshness and severity that slio fled 
to Constantinople. After a time, however, 
a rcconcilation -was brought about, aud sbe 
consented to return to Poland. 
There sbe 
passed five or six uneventful years. 
In 
1788 she went with her husband 
to 
Warsaw. 
Years had only added to her 
charms. In Warsaw every one was intoxi­ 
cated with her beauty. 
Whenever she ap­ 
peared in society the guests mounted chairs 
and tables to gaze upon her. 
She was 
called the “Goc'dess of Beauty” and the 
‘Grecian Venus.” The intimacy between 
her and Count Potocki dates from this visit. 
Felix Potocki was born in 1753; at Krys 
tynopol, one of the many estates of his 
father. 
He grew up under the supervision 
of his mother and the instruction of tho 
pianist, Wolffi 
In 1770 the Turks, then 
waging war in Europe, threatened lo de­ 
stroy Krystynopol. 
Felix, a lad of 
years, under the plea ot a necessity for 
bodily exercise, obtained permission of his 
father to oversee the frontier guard. 
His 
ycuthful fancy had been caug.'it by the 
pretty face and graceful figure of the 
daughter of a neighboring Castellan. 
The 
war, however, had intcrupted their inter­ 
course. 
His new military duty would 
allow tne young man frequent opportuni­ 
ties of saceling this prl, and of arranging 
a secret marriage without the knowletlge 
ot either parents. Tho Caaio'.lan belonged 
to the middle order of nobility; eouse- 
quenlly, a marriage between the two fami 
Ues could not but bo regarded by the 
Polokis as most derogatory 
to their 
pride 
and 
position. 
Count Potocki 
had also other views for his son. 
A dis­ 
tinguished lady, Castellanin Mnizech, had 
proposed a betrothal between her daughter, 
Josephine, and the young count. 
When, 
a few months later. Count Potocki learned 
of the marriage of his son liis indignation 
knew no bounds. Threats of violence to 
himself and his yoimg wife led Felix, in a 
moment of weakness, to consent to a sep 
oration. 
He hoped thereby, to ward oft a 
greater danger lo bis wiie. 
His submis 
iion was, however, of no avail. 
Count 
Potoki ordered the Cossacks to make a 
night 
assault on the house 
of the 
Castellan and 
carry off the daughter. 
The young wife was torn from her bed at 
midnight, hurried into a sledge and driven 
towards Kryst)-»aFOl. 
A long train ot 
heavily-laden carts barred the way and 
couipciied a halt. The Cossacks, fearing 
their prisoner’s call for help would betray 
them, sought to suppress her cries by 
stifling them with wraps and cushions. 
"When, finally, tho road was clear and they 
had removed the wrappings which they 
had wound about her head, the young -wife 
was found to bo dead. 
'To remove all 
traces of their guilt tho Cossacks cut a hole 
in the ice of a near stream, into which tliev 
thrust tho body of their victim. 
The blow fell heavily on Felix. 
In the 
first moment of despair he sought to taka 
Ilia o-wn life. 
Frustrated in this, ho sank 
■ 
- ■ 
He 


never recovered entirely from the shock. 
His character changed. 
He grew moody, 
unsocial and gloomy. 
He married the 
same Josephine whom his father had chosen 
as a bride for him. This marriage entered 
into with little love or inclination, proved 
far from happy. 
Josephine was gifted 
with bodily and mental charms, which 
kept her husband faithful to her for a time. 
She, however, was not equally faithful to 
him. 
Still their life was outwardly calm 
and peaceful until 1782, when political 
oiisint'BS drew Count Potocki to Jassy. Here 
lie again met Sophie, at that time a visitor 
of Potemhin, and here matters came to _ 
crisis. Altliough Potccki -was over 40 years 
and the father of a large family,he became 
so infatuated with Sophie that he resolved 
for her sake, lo seek a separation from his 
wife. Nego'riations were catered into with 
De Wilt, who readily consented, fur 
stipulation, to give up Sophia. Once more 
the ^boa utifui woman was sold. 
We 
are not this time made acquainted with 
tiie terms of agreement. 
Apparently the 
lovely Greek was not averse to an arrange­ 
ment which gave her for a husband one of 
tlie wealthiest noblemen of Poland. 
The 
marriage, howevei, was not consummated 
until the year following. 
Tho 
bishop 
Sierakowski, influenced, it is is said, by 
bribes, dissolved the tie which bound iiim 
to Josephine. 
Sophie was likewise freed 
from obligations to her husband. 
'The 
newly-married pair departed for Hamburg, 
where they remained several years. 
On 
his return to his native land Potocki de­ 
voted hiuisell to tlie creation of that bit of 
of fairy land, that lasting monument of his 
infatuation for the beautiful woman, then 
bis wife, that celebrated spot which bears 
her name, ‘-Sofljowka.” 
Out of a barren 
waste, upon which 10.000 laborers were 
einployed,grew this beaut'iful country seat, 
wh’cli even lo this day is tho admiration 
ot ali visitors. 
The immense parks, the 
artificial lakes, rocks, streams and woods 
have often been described by travelers and 
immcrtulized by the Polish poet Trembccki 
in his poems entitled “Solijowka.” In this 
spot, alisorbed in his love for his wife, 
Potocki passed the last 10 years of his life. 
Here his Nemesis met him. 
Potocki’s 
eldest son, likewise called Felix, had been 
banislied by the czar from St. Petersburg 
on account of his enormous debts. 
His 
father uot only paid these debts amounting 
lo two millions, but gave his son tho con­ 
trol of two large estates, lu return,Felix,, 
the younger, rewarded his father by win-- 
ning the affections of his stepmother. The 
connection between the two lasted many 
years. 
When at last discovered by Count 
Potocki it is said to liave hastened his 
death, which took place at Sofijowka in 
18Ü5. 
Sophie inhented one-naif of her 
husband’s estates and continued to live at 
Sofijowka with her five children, leading 
an active, liospitablc and apparently res­ 
pectable life. 
Her bouse was thronged 
witli guests aud admirers. 
She died in 
Berlin in 1823.

In llicir sudden fall the crow­ 
bar collided w ilt tho glass frame, and 
poor Isaac’s stock in trade lay shattered 
around.

“fehr” dollars. 
Pal was all indignation, Isaac all suavity. 
“ Will you swear,” said tho Court, “that 
he tripped you up with the crowbar?” 
“1 bring a hundred thousand vitness,” 
answered Isaac promptly. 
Thin, why don’t ye ,bring theml” said 
Patrick. 
“It’s a lie he’s telling. 
He 
shlipped on the gratin’ and stumbled 
agaiust me, and 1 fell with him. 
It was 
all his own fault, and he ought to pay me 
for me hat. 
“Coiitributive negligence is tho doferjc, ” 
said the Court, “and I never knew any 
one obtain damages against a railroad com­ 
pany when that defense was set up. 
This 
court cannot on the evidence furnish a 
precedent in so important a matter. Isaac, 
I don’t believe Patrick tripped you up 
with tiio crowbar. 
Patrick, 'what county 
are you from? 
Patrick 
(promptly)— “County West­ 
meath, your Honor.” 
The Court—“Tho finest wrestlers in Ire­ 
land. 
Isaac, he would have used his foot 
instead of the crowbar. 
Sue him for dam­ 
ages. 
Patrick you are discharged.” 
Then tliev stood on tne sidewalk, Patrick 
gazing at the bole in hia hat, and Isaac 
contemplating sadly the -wreck of matter 
and the crash of glass which .‘Patrick’s 
crowbar had created. 


T a tto o e d b y S avaifoa. 


Alonzo Hewitt, belonged to the crew of 
tbe ship Angelica, which went • ashore 
during a severe gale on the Patagoniaa 
coast. 
The vessel was manned by thirteen 
men, all of whom were captured . by the 
savages and taken into the interior.. Tho 
men were separated from each other and ’ 
given to different native chiefs as slaves. 
Mr. Hewitt noycr knew wliat became of 
his shipmates. 
He was taken by a savage 
named Mmehoo, and compelled to carry 
heavy loads of provisions and hunting 
materials ou long journeys. 
At night his 
hands would bo tied behind his back, and 
one end of the leathern thong was fastened 
to a tree, so that he could not run -away. 
No knife or shat p inatrumcnt of any kind 
was left within bis reach, and he was as 
effectually a prisoner as though he had 
been locked up withm strong walls. 
The 
whole, story of, hia troubles and sufferings 
while in the hands of the savages would 
fill a whole volume, but the mbsi iucéresí- 
ing portion, which con be confined to the 
limits or newspaper account, is his ac­ 
count of the manner in which .he was tat­ 
tooed by the Patagonians. 
Almost the entire surface of Mr. Hewiii’s 
body is covered witli indellible representa- 
tions of beasts, birds and reptiles. 
H* 
said that the savages occupied over » 
month’s time in making these unique pic­ 
tures. 
A preparation in many respects re­ 
sembling India ink, was used, and the 
method of producing the pictures was to 


fish bones, and then rub the ink upon the 
wound thus produced. 
The iek thus pro­ 
duced a discoloration of tho skin that cas 
never De effaced. 
“What caused the Patagonians to mark 
jrou in th'ia manner?” inquired the report­ 
er. 
“I presume, the chief who held me cap­ 
tive wanted to disfigure me for the amuse­ 
ment of himself end his associates,” was 
the reply. 
“Then you do not think the chief meant 
to punish you?” 
“Not especially. In my mind he wished 
to display the ai-tistic skill of one of his 
young braves in the pictorial line. 
He un­ 
doubtedly regarded my skin in much the 
same light that a painter does the white 
canvas. 
I was a good groundwork for or­ 
namentation.’’ 
“Was the chief proud of you after the 
work was done?” 
“He was, indeed. 
1 was taken about 
among the people and exhibited to admir­ 
ing eyes. 
The young men and maidens 
would point at the pictures and then 
look 
at 
each 
other 
and 
smile. 
Older savages would admire me by tbe 
hour, and 1 was one of tho greatest objects 
of interest in Patagonia.” 
“Do you know the meaning of the pic­ 
tures?” 
“I only know that the pictures represent 
beasts, birds amt reptiles; but why they 
were selected as subjects, baffles my com­ 
prehension. 
I suppose that I am a sort of 
Patagonian obellblt uud aliUuagh unune lUo 
Alexandrian monolith, I ám not 8000 or 
4000 years old, I perhaps represent relig­ 
ious ideas and historical facts.” 
The tattooed man btiiahed his looks of 
shaggy hair back from his forehead, aud 
disclosed a blue-and-yellowish representa­ 
tion of a bird. 
Although the bird has out­ 
stretched wings and-beak and claws like 
an eagle, it is far from being a good repre­ 
sentation of the glorious American bird of 
freedom. 
On either side of tbe man’s face 
is a bird that looks more like a young 
chicken than anything else. 
Lengthwise 
on the nose is a tiny picture of a. blue snake 
with red eyes. 
A red snake -with blue 
eyes encircles the man’s neck. 
Rolling up 
his sleeves and baring his arms, Mr. Hewitt 
exhibited pictorial representations of more 
than a dozen different kinds of animals. 
Some ot them resembled goats, others 
sboep and foxes. 
There were animals 
with horns and others without horns. 
There was a singular looking creature that 
reminded tbe reporter of a centaur, above 
the elbow of tbe right arm. 
There were 
more figures on the left arm than on the 
right one. 
The total number of distinct 
pictures on the man’s body, lie said, was 
183. 
Only three colors are shown—-red, 
blue and yellow. 
The Inks were obtained 
by pressing tbe juice from vegetables and 
mixing It with fine earthy pigments. Mr. 
Hewitt thinks that tho inks were of a 
poisonous nature, because they caused the 
limbs lo swell to twice their normal size 
while the pictures were being made. 
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The whole number of Indians In tho 
United States, except Alaska, ia p.oced at 
250,864, though it is obvious that the enu­ 
meration of the savage tribes is guess work 
merely. The number of Indiana who wear 
citizen’s dress is given at 127,468. In 1868 
the nunibei-of Indiana who occupied houses 
was 8,846. 
In the decade this has been 
increased to 23.060. 
The number of In­ 
dian schools is .566, more than double the 
number of ten years ago, and the pupils, 
inci'easing in like proportion, number 12,- 
222. 
The amount spent on education is 
given as $.353, 125. The number of In­ 
dians who can read ia given as 41,809. The 
church membership Includes 30,000. Pas­ 
toral and agricultural products have greatly 
increased within the decade. For instance, 
in 1868 the number of sheep owned was 
7,9f8; in 1878, 594,574. 
The statistic 
MO drawn tqiefly from tbs Indian Terri 
tcMy, though they profess to cover the enllra 
' Indian jiopulatiof. 


T h e N u m b e r o f PlAXiU. 
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Bishop Colenso gives this incident in the 
early Uie of a South American baboon. 
There is something quaintly human about 
It: “It was a hot day and a number of 
baboons were simnlng themselves aloiig 
the bottom of the 1 Donga. 
They lay upon 
their backs with half closed eyes, rubbing 
their stomachs In a state of placid enjoy­ 
ment. 
Two or three young baboons had 
wandered a little distance down the i 
Donga, searching for scorpions from stone 
to Slone just below them. 
They were not 
very successful, and it did not appear that 
their movements were of much concern to 
their elders. 
Presently, however, one of 
the young ones, turning up a stone, lit 
upon a particular fine and iat scorpion, 
which, with a furilive glance around at his 
elders, he seized and put into his mouth, 
having first pinched off the sting. 
Ho at 
once proceeded to turu the stone over again 
with great assiduity, as though in further 
unsuccessful search for scorpions. He had 
not escaped notice, h owever, for down the 
gully in a sluggish.-y i ame a great baboon 
who seized the young one by the cuff of 
tho neck, shaking him vigorously unlU the 
plump morsel dropped from his pouch. 
Having gobbled this up, the elder baboon 
at once regained his lounge, and all went 
on as before in thesleepv hollow.” 


In the Bible about 100 plants are alluded 
to; Hippocrates mentioned 233; Theo­ 
phrastus 500 and Fliuy 800. 
From this 
time there was little adrlition until the 
Rentdssancc. 
In the beginning qf the fif­ 
teenth century Qesner could only enumer­ 
ate 800 hutat its close Bauliin described 
6,000. 
Tournofort in 1694 recognized 10,- 
160 species; but Linntsus, in the nextconi 
tury working more cautiously, defined only 
7,294. 
In the beginning of this century, 
in 1605 Persoon described 25,000 species, 
comprising, however, numerous minuto 
fungi. 
In 1819 Do Candolle estimated the 
known species at 80,000. 
Loudon in 1839 
gave 81,781 species; in 1846 Professor 
Lmdley gave 80,387, but in 1858 these had

bad a bill for that purpose) a ■ bill 
amending our election law; but scv 
eral gentlemen in both houses were 
of the same mind and tlie result is 
several bills in process of passage 
looking to a restoration of our elec- 
ioh law to what it was or nearly 
before the last 
Legislature 
changed it. The Sen.ite committee 
on Revision of the Laws had a 
meecing yesterday at which it was 


determined to report favorably up­ 
on a bill of this character. 
There 
Was quite ft spirited debate in com 
mitteo over it, the representatives 
of the “black belt” counties being 
against it and the representatives 
of white constituencies 
as a rule 
being for it. It will come up to­ 
day, when quite a debate is antici­ 
pated. I think however it will pass 
the Senate. 
I do not know what 
will be its fate in the House. 
Several bills have been introduc­ 
ed looking to the regulation of rail­ 
road freight and passenger charges- 
It is probable that the committees 
of the two Houses will, out of all 
of them, form a bill that wiH pass 
both Houses and give satisfaction 
both ’ito the people 
and railroad 
companies. 
A bill has been introduced in the 
Senate establishing a Board of A g­ 
riculture. 
A joint committee has been ap« 
pointed to deterininc whether 
the 
Legislature shall take a Christmas 
recess or not. 
There is also some 
talk of an extra session to re-dis­ 
trict the State and 
reapportion 
representation under the new 
con. 
SU3, if the census is not furnished 
before the close of the present ses­ 
sion-

pie hdw'that the railroad time needed to 
make the trip between • Kew York and 
Phiiadeipbia has been reduced to less than 
. 100 minutes, there are already those who 
are predicting that in no more time than 
five years trams will cover the distance 
between, these two cities in a single hour, 
and no one is in the least surprised at she 
assertion. 
In 1800 those who traveled in 
this country did so et no little personal 
diacomfllure, and with an expenditure of 
time that would greatly iuterCore with busi­ 
ness as it is now carried on. 
A man wish­ 
ing to go from New York to Boston left 
Monday forenoon and arrived at his destin­ 
ation Fnday Afternoon, stopping all uigUt 
at New Haven, liew London and Provi­ 
dence. 
The Xare for the trip varied from 
$15 to $1S, and there was an additional 
outlay required of from $5 to $8 for board 
and lodging; that is, the trip took up four 
days of lime and called for an outlay of 
from $20 to $24. 
After the war of 1812 
there was an Improvement, and the time 
between the two places was cut down to 
about two days and the cost of the journey 
to $14. 
In 1817 the fare between New 
York and Philadelpliia.was $10, and be­ 
tween New York and Albany by boat $7, 
and the average time twemy-f.mr hours. 
A route was that year opened between 
Philadelphia and Quebec; the distance 700 
miles, fare $47, and time required to make 
the journey 103 hours. In 1820 the Boston 
newspapers recorded the circumstance as 
one worthy of special oomment, that New 
York papers had been received in that city 
24 hours alter the date of llieir publication. 
In 1828 the time required to make the 
journey between these two ciiies had been 
reduced to 21 hours, the route being from 
New York city to Providence by steam­ 
boat, and from thence to Boston by stage. 
But m winter these trips were frequently 
given up in consequence of stormy weatnér 
and those who wished to avoid danger and 
be ccrlmu in their movements still prefer­ 
red the overland route. 
In 1832 there 
were two regular stage routes between 
New York and Boston, but competition 
had. greatly reduced the fare. 
The slow 
line made the distance in . about 52 hours, 
and charged for passage $7,50, while the 
fast, or mail line, took its passengers threugh 
la about 45'hours, and charged them 8.50 
a trip. A snort time after this the railroads 
come aulllcientiy into operation to make it 
unnecessary to run through trips in stages, 
and the latter were chiefly used to connect 
the termini of the slow-building railroads. 
Having made the progress that we iiave, 
there is not the least liko'ihood that the 
work of improvement will not go on. The 
history of railroad accidents shows tliat, 
when trains on some roads run at a slow 
rate of speed may meet with mishaps, there 
is relatively little danger in running at the 
highest possible spued on a road that is 
thoroughly constructed where the appoint­ 
ments are as nearly perfect as possible and 
the supervision constant. . On this account 
one does not have to be unduly sanguine to 
think that long before the century is out we 
shall be able to go from Jersey City to 
Philadelphia in an hour’s time, and from 
the grand central depot to Boston in a leas 
number of hours than the number of days 
spent by our ancestors, in the year lS08,in 
making the same trip. 


A c a n a r y JJIrd sto ry . 
The story ot the hrbt introduction of 
canary birds into California is thus told: 
in 1844 or ’45 Charics and Henry KeicliC, 
two young Germans, having little else than 
the practical education that seems to be 
natural to young Germans, were bird ped­ 
dlers m New York. 
They went about 
from street to street selling birds from 
stands. 
Their trade was principally in 
canaries, which they had sent over from 
Germany where they were only ten ur 
twelve cents each. 
They did a pretty 
fair business up to 18C3, when they made 
a daring stroke that made them their for­ 
tune and established the enormous business 
that they now control. 
At that timo Cal­ 
ifornia was in the flush of gold finding. 
Gold was plentiful there, but luxuries tew. 
There was no transcontinental road, and 
' 
the Isthmus route was tedious and costly. 
Yosng Reicbe, knowing thatcanar.es were 
unknown there, and believing they would 
become the rage when once seen, deter­ 
mine''. to carry over a cargo. 
He, there­ 
fore, got 3,000 of the yellow fellows, to­ 
gether, and, packing them in little cagas, 
started fcr the Isthmus. 
Arriving at Car­ 
tagena, he had his birds carried across to 
Panama Bay, by natives, aud caught a 
ship there, and soon reached Üan Francis­ 
co. 
Ho was late in reaching the ship, aud 
the captain was about to sail without him, 
but, seeing his boats filled with covered 
boxes, thought it was belated mail matter. 
■VVben Heicho drew near, the captain hailed 
him and asked him what lie had. 
“ Canary birds,” replied Keicho, 
“ Canary birds be banged 1” shouted the 
captain. 
“It I’d kuown it was birds, I'd 
ha’ left you long ago. ” 
Rei. he’s first idea of the flush tide he 
was to ride was cauglit from a homesick 
Englishman, who, hearing the whistle of 
a bullfinch that had accidentally been put 
In with the canaries, oflercd to pay the 
expenses of the entire cargo for that finch. 
■ As this amounted to $288, Reiche sawtnat 
he had struck a rich lead, and he put 
the price of the canaries at $25 each. They 
did become the rage. 
Hotels, saloons, 
private residences, all must have a canary. 
Tlie little yellow birds made a craze like 
the tulip mania. The price soon went up to 
$50, and the cargo was soon sold. 
Reiche 
returned to New York a rich man. 


A H rltlge lu CaBlim ero. 
The bridge over the Jhelum is not two 
'Hundred yards from the Fort of Oorie, 
inouaU coubldeittUly lower, anri i« not moro 
than from thirty to forty yards long. 
The 
1W0 pieces are of equal elevation (liiat is 
to say, from the water), and are constructed 
of wood and unhewn stone. 
The bridge 
itself is entirely made of twigs, and the 
bushes which are despoiled for this materi­ 
al grow Close to the bi.nka of the river. 
These twigs are twisted into ropes of an 
incli and a half and two inches in diameter, 
and three or four of these twig ropes form 
■ each of the sides of the bridge. 
The 
flooring of the construction is of twigs 
formed into ropes, and placed lengthwise 
from pier to pier, across the gulf. 
The 
width of this footway is about six inches, 
just enough for a passenger to walk across, 
putting one foot before the other. 
The 
side twig-ropes are about three feet high. 
Short ropes join the siiies to that part of 
the bridge where the passenger walks 
across; but these twigs ate two and tlirce 
feet apart, and the trembling wayfarer has 
plenty of opportunity to gaze at his leisure 
on the roaring flood a few yards cnly be­ 
neath ins feet, daaiiing madly on! 
How­ 
ever, there are many worse bridges ot the 
kind, and the one below Khokshur, in 
Laboul, is twice as long and twice as fright­ 
ful. 
The longer the bridge is, the more 
sickening is the swinging to and fro of the 
frail construction.

DaoBNCYTowAH»s H ouses.—A’liosre 
cannot be screamed at and cursed w ith­ 
o u t becoming leas valuable in every 
particular. To reach the highest de- 
gree of value tne anim al should be per- 
fécti.y gentle and always reliable, but 
if It expects every moment that It is 
in the harness to be “jaw ed” at and 
struck, it will be lu a constant .state of 
nervousness, and In its excitement as 
liable through fear t > do somothlng 
which is not expected as to go alon 
doing w hat you started it to do. - It i 
possible.to train a horse to be governed 
by a word, almost as completely as it is 
to irain a child, and in such training 
the horse reaches its highest value. 
W hen a horse is soothed by the gentle 
words of his driver—and we have seen 
him calmed down from great excite­ 
ment by no other means—it may be 
very fairly concluded that he is a. val­ 
uable anim al for all practical purposes 
and It may he certainly concluded that 
the man who has such power over him, 
is a humane man and a sensible one. 
But all this simply means thattbe man 
m ust secure the anim al’s confidence. 
Only in exceptional instances Is a horse 
stubborn or vicious. If he understand» 
his surroundings, and w hat 1s required 
of him , he gives no trouble. As almost 
every .rea'Jer must know.If the ani­ 
mal when frightened can be brought 
up to the object he will become calm. 
Ttie reason is that he .understands that 
there is nothing to fear. So he must 
be taught to havecoiifldencein the man 
who handles him, aud then this pow­ 
erful unliuul, which usually no man 
could handle, if it were disposed to be 
vicious, will give no trouble. The 
very beat rule, therefore, which we 
ivould lay down for the management 
of the h'jrse, is gentleness and good 
sense on the part of the driver. Bad 
drivers make bid borse.s usually. 


UcoBiN'a.—Buudiug IS a very simple 
operuiioii, wiileh can be done at any 
lime when the bark “ peels” readily 
and the buds are sufficiently ripened— 
say from ilie middle of J uly to the last 
ol September. 
Take a well-developed 
single bud, cu t oil' the leaf, ieavuig 
enough of the stalk to take hold of when 
inserting the bud. With a sharp knife 
out ott" the bud, with a thin slice ol bark 
uiul wood, commencing, say a third of 
an inch above the bud and ending the 
cut about as far below it, so th at the 
whole forms a straight, smooth cut. 
Then make a cross-cut through the 
bark of the stalk in a smooth place,and 
also a loiigUiulinal one, so that the 
whole has"tlie shape of a Ram an cross 
about an inch long. Now raise the 
bark on the stalk witli a knife or with 
ail ivory, and push down the bud un­ 
der the bark uiuH the upper end is even 
with the cross cut of the stock. Now 
wrap the whole firmly and smoothly 
with basswood bark or woolen thread, 
leaving the bud out to preveul sm oth­ 
ering, out closing all the bark tightly 
below aud above. 
Lu about two weeks 
me bandage may bo taken off, and if 
the bud is iresh and greeu,it has taken, 
aud tiie stalk sliould be cut off an inch 
above it next tipriug aud only the bud 
allowed 10 grow. 


DOatBSTIC. 


H ens T h a t E at E gos.—The beat 
way to break hens of ogg-eaung is to 
break tlieir necks, and restock with 
birds th at have not acquired the habit. 
Fowls that are expert in egg eating 
first attack the sheli w ith their bill. If 
It is a thi n slicll a lew strokes w ill break 
it, and the rest is an easy job. If, how­ 
ever, the shell a thick one, they gen­ 
erally Jail to break it w ith their beaks; 
they then begin to scratch In the nest, 
anu w iili their feet throw the egg 
against the hard side of the box until 
it is broken. F irst of all make hens 
lay hard-sleU od eggs—so hard that 
they can not be readily broken by a 
lieu’s bill. This can be done by feed­ 
ing freely with slacked lime, ground 
or broken bones, oyster shells, etc. To 
prevent breaking against tne sides ot 
the box the nests should be bigh and 
lined,upon the sides w ith cushions 
tilled with bay or otiior soft m aterial. 
I'helr only cnauee liien Ls that they 
may throw two eggs Jorcibly against 
each othor. To pro vent this, lake the 
nest egg away and gather the eggs 
Several limes a day. 
it is a good plan 
to leave a lew china eggs near the nest 
for them to work at, which will make 
their bills so sere that they w ill strike 
the real eggs w ith less I'orce. 


L ook to Y our B uttek.—Reference 
Is not umdc to your goat, but to the 
unctuous substance ooiained by churn­ 
ing cream. A Cincinnati firm,the “ Cin­ 
cinnati Facing Company,” is engaged 
in m anuiaetuiinga powdered soapstone 
whioti finds a ready sale in supplying 
legiilumte demands, but now the tarm- 
aiid buitcr-paokers are using it to adul­ 
terate their butter. The soapstone is 
white and perfectly tasteless, and is 
sold at tw enty uoliars per ton. 
From 
six to eight pounds can bo mixed in 
every tub ot butter iu such a manner 
as to render detection Immpotsible. 
This gi eately incieases the weight, but 
does not aficot the bulk very much. 
This increase of six or eight pounds In 
every package oeeurred,iC was noticed, 
only ill W estern butter, but ttie most 
experienced buyers were unable to de­ 
tect any foreign scbsiauce in this 
■‘heavy weight” article, and relin- 
guislied the problem as a m ystery. Re- 
eently, however, a prom inent dealer 
discovered the Iruutl. In view oi the 
above lacts it would be weli for fami­ 
lies to give ihelr milkman a rest and 
look alter their butter tor a while. 


A Di: CO VERY AUour Corn.—An ex- 
uhant'C l e . i s ol a man who plants, two 
or three weeks after the the crop is 
planted, a new lilli of corn every fif­ 
teenth row each way. And this Is the 
reason : i f the weather becomes dry 
alter the filling time, tlie silk and tas- 


this eoudltiou, if It should become sea­ 
sonable, the silk revives and renews 
Its grow th, but the ta.ssels do not re­ 
cover.

H e says nearly all m e abor­ 
tive cars so common in corn crops, are 
caused by the w ant of pollen, and, he 
has known ears to double their size In 
this lilling. 


I n plowing It is never a good plan to 
tu rn up ft mass of crude earth of sev­ 
eral inelies in dcpih, never before ex­ 
posed to the suii-Jight and air. It wHI 
unless heavy m anuring is given as a 
top dressing, result in Joss, iu deep­ 
ening a soli it is better to plow' up an 
additional inch each vear. 


T hk b e s t soil for w heat is a rich 
lim estone clay loam w'ell plowed and 
harrowed and made fine. W heat needs 
lime to stiffen the siraw and give the 
berry a clear, clean, bright look, and 
the lime opens, lightens, and warms 
the soil. 


B leeding at itie nose can be stopped 
by vigorous action of the jaw s, as U in 
progress of mastication, in the case of 
a cluld a wad of paper should be placed 
in the mouth and the child instructed 
to chew hard, i t is the motion o f the 
jaw th a t stops the flow of blood.

#aTBOLECM FOK RUSTIC WORK.—Here 
is r.iom for great Iroprbveraent. We 
see on every hand handsome rustie 
work falling to decay and becoming 
distorted by ago. 
It is commonly made 
of a kind of wood which does not last 
long. Soak it thoroughly with crude 
petroleum when new, aud it will re- 
iu»ln unchanged indefinitely. A rustic 
summer-house on a shaded part ol our 
grounds would have been unusually 
exposed to dampness and decay had it 
not been prevented, a dozen years ago, 
■by petroleum. 
The peculiar brown 
color imparted by a m ixture of the 
heavy Oil remains unchanged; and a 
lattice-w ork of pine lath, a fourth of 
an inch thick, fully exposed to damp- 
ne.ss aud weather. Is as sound and un­ 
worn as over. Tlie oil is now so clieap 
that there is no excuse for om itting its 
application, and it may bJ rapidly and 
easily brushed over the surface and, 
sunk into the pores with a w hitew aih 
brush. A pply it heavily. 


Bekf Stewed w ith Sn ap Beans.— 
Take four pounds of rather fat brisket, 
two flnely-cnopped onions, a tahle- 
spooiifui of salt half a teaspoonful of 
white pepper, as much cayenne pepper 
as you can take on the point of a pen­ 
knife six cloves and a quart ot w ater; 
ha-ye the water boiling before putting in 
your beet and seasoning; let it come 
to a boil after putting them in, then 
set it back on th e stove to simm er for 
three .hours, skimming occasionally; 
keep y our pot closely oovered, and bo 
careful n'Ot to let it stop stew ing; 
st£ing and split lengthw ise cross the 
seed two quarts of beaus; pu t them in 
with your beef, adding a tablespoonI'ul 
of sugar arid a gill of vinegar, and let 
them boil for half an hour. 


Diplo-vatic P odd ino.— Decorate a 
plain mould wlt'n a lining ■with c u r­ 
rants and plsraehio nuts, and fill the 
outer part with jelly.; 
when the jelly 
is set remove the lining by putting a 
li.fele warm -water lu it; make a custard 
with a i>int of milk and four yolks of 
eggs, flavor the milk w ith vanilla, add 
half an ounce of isinglass, stir it Into 
the custard w hen hot; bre-ak up one or 
two sponge cakes and macaroons, out 
u p a few dried.fruits, put a layer of 
each until the mould is full, pour in 
the cuHtarU,!cavc it in a cool place until 
wanted, then dip the mould into tepid 
w ater a second, turn it out on a cold 
dish, and serve.

the solution keeps well. 
The solution 
should contain twenty per cent, of the 
mixed salts. _____

When quite celd, work into 
It a giii and a half of cream whipjied 
to a froth. Freeze the m ixture in the 
Ice-pot, then fill

with it, and lay it iu ice till the time 
of serving.
